The Office of the State Auditor has annual workload of about 100 hours to prepare the required
information and report uses of State Education Fund money in public school capital construction.
Beginning with FY 2021-22, this workload will be shifted to other existing audit duties.

Effective Date

The bill was signed into law by the Governor on May 13, 2021, and takes effect September 7, 2021,
assuming no referendum petition is filed.
